Toronto, May 30—The Presbyterian 
congress will open in this city at 3 
o'clock tomorrow, and all the pre- 
sent indications are that the fullest 
expectations of the cammittee in 
charge will be realized. Toronto is 
the home of Knox College, the most 
important theological college of the 
denomination The reunion here of 
the alumni of the college will be by 
far the greatest that has ever occur- 
red, Arrangements are being com- 
pleted for formal reunions of the gra- 
duates of all the colleges of the church 
in Canada, and all of these will be 
the most important that has ever oc- 
curred, Special trains carrying large 
parties for the congress have already 
arrived and every Important hotel in 
the city has a number of ministers 
and their friends among its guests. 

Part of the Assembly, 

Ly the ministers the congress is re- 
garded practically as an integral part 
of the Assembly, and the subject dis- 
cursed by the visitors is rather the 
work of the Assembly than the in- 
spirational meetings of the congress. 
A deep interest is shown in the out- 
come of the movement for church un- 
jon and in the program for a great 
development of foreign missionary 
work in China, The plans of General 
Superintendent Dr. A. 8S.
